A Memory 


Eighty years ago today the man, who was to 
beat the German Navy in the last war, and to 
bbe made Earl Jellicoe for his services, was 
born. It is as well that his name should ‘be re- 
membered in times, such as these for he and 
hhis redoubtable aide, who became Earl Beatty, 
Jdemonstrated a quarter of century ago that the 
Jold Nelson spirit stil. prevailed in the British 
Navy, just as its oficers are proving the same 
act today. The Battle of Jutland will go down 
in history as at one and the same time. the 
most decisive and most undeeisive naval. battle 
Jn history, for while It had the effect of confin- 
Ing the ‘German fleet to its own waters, 
irom which It did not emerge until on its way 
to surrender at Scapa Flow, it did not result in 
His destruction in battle. ‘There are. still many 
Jof the opinion that to be completely decisive 
the German leet should have been almost com- 
pletely destroyed in that action. Indecd It might 
hhave been with just a little more Tuck than Earl 
Sellicoe received, but the reduction of the Ger- 
man navy to a state of complete idleness, and 
the complete unrestricted command of the seas 
which the Jutland victory gave Great Britain 
[must stand at vindication for the contention that 
from the point of view of the naval campaizn 
‘encounter was completely decisive, ‘That 
the tradition when Sarl ellioo porsoniied still 
pervades tho British Navy ig evidenced by the 
manner in which the crew of the ss, Rawalpindi 
had no hesitation in engaging the overpowering 
jodds which she encountered in the North Sea. 
‘There was no thought of flecing.—it would not 
hhave been possible,—but though resistance meant 
the deaths of a large number of men, the offcers 
Jand crew fought their ship to the’ bitter end, 
fand did so well that it was merely a matter of

's vessels. ‘The German fect has not yet 
seen fit to come out alter the British floet, "It

If she neutral countries of Europe ever 
wanted proof that the Allies in their ws 
inst Germany are in reality fighting their 
battle, it can be found in the fates of 
Lithuania, Latvia and Esthonia, ax well as 
in the threat to Finland, just as much as it 
is to be discovered in 
Austria, Czechoslovakia and Poland. 
many has ruthlessly subjugated three na 
tions, Russia has secured modifications of 
the territorial integrity of three Baltic States 
und quit obviously meditates the same 
thing with regard to the Finns, and all under 
ye menace of armed might.

Stead of being greeted as a reasonable reply, 
is regarded as merely another instance. of 
Finnish. intransigeance. Finnish relations 
with the Soviet are established upon three 
trcaties.—the Treaty of Peace of 1920, which 
the Finns have always honoured, the Non- 
Aggression Pact with Russia of 1932 and yet 
another Pact concluded with the Soviet a 
Year later. Finland i a tree republic which 
‘only shook off Russia's domination twent 
fone years ago—and then by a. most bloody 
civit wor, “Tt was not merely the long cen 
tury under Russian despotism which served 
to embitler Finnish. relations with Russia 
but the struggle-—Finland’s “War of Inde- 
pendence, —wt had to be waged by Man- 
Rerheim ‘and his White Guard in 1918 to 
tunseat the Russian Reds at. Holsinski and 
overthrow tho Socialist Workers” Republic 
which they had proclaimed here. It was a 
‘war of but four months" duration, for Man- 
herheim was able to draw on the help of von 
er Goltz and a German. army, because 
Germany was anxious to smash Tussian in- 
fluence in that sphere if she could. Though 
short. it was a feree confict engulfing. the 
whole country, andthe sears. it left kept 
alive the resolve of Finland to resist in- 
tervention from the Eost in future. Today 
Finland stands, betrayed by Germany. alone 
to mect the threats of a Russia which ix bent 
‘on acquiring a dominating. position. in_ the 
Baltic, Herr Hitler having sold out the Ger- 
man position there in a wild determination 
that, at all costs, he will save himself from 
having to ght on two fronts 

‘Ther’ can. be little doubt about it that 
Moscow's policy includes the establishment 
‘of complete control of the Baltic, displacing 
the predominant interest of Germany, and 
a hegemony, politic and most probably 
military over the whole of Scandinavia In 
other words the total destruction of German 
influence and interest in eastern and north~ 
ern Burope. If Herr Hitler had. occasion 
to complain of the Allied policy of encitele- 
ment which could never have injured him 
had his policies remained pacific, what must 
he be thinking of the mistakes which he 
made a few short weeks ago which will in 
the end reduce Germany to a secondary 
position vis-B-vis of Russia. That Norway,

would constitute a threat to themselves the 
magnitude of which cannot be over-estim- 
ated. ‘Their only rampart is Finland, which 
may be depended upon to fight to the bitter 
end if war has to ensue. She will struggle 
against overwhelming odds, though the ter- 
rain will give her certain advantages which 
may make her a tougher nut to crack than 
Germany found in Poland. The soldierly 
‘auality of her troops has been harshly tested 
through the centuries, they are well-trained, 
well-equipped and certainly not unskilled 
cither in the use of modern arms or in the 
sold tacties of defensive warfare, and the 
independence of the country beinx threat- 
ened, Finland's sons may be confidently ex- 
nected to offer the most stubborn resistance to 
Russia's eneroachments. Whether it will be 
possible to evade war at the eleventh hour 
only the future can tell. At the moment it 
does not seem likely, for in the furtherance

‘That relations between Finland, and Russia 
are rapidly worsening is evidenced by the 
circulation of reports of Finnish aggression 
along the border between the two countries 
and the denunciation of the non-aggression 
pact between the two countries. The 
technique is familiar, and” now recognized 
‘as patt, and pareel of the power 
which Herr Hitler designed. and w 
trary to his expectati 
eventually has led him into war. If Russia's 
dehaviour brings about the same sad state 
of affairs it is clearly because the Soviet is 
more than willing to attack a smaller and 
weaker neighbour if the latter is obstinate 
‘enough not to yield to all and every demand 
which the Soviet might care to make and 
should the world in the near future witness 
the onslaught on a small nation by an over- 
whelmingly powerful one it should be 
no cause for surprise. M. Stalin is following 
in the footsteps of him who was once his 
ideological enemy but now apparently his 
friend. Secking to secure better protection 
of the Gulf of Kronstadt as part of the 
general scheme to predominate in the Baltic. 
he commenced with the usual formulation of 
demands. most of which Finland has shown 
readiness to accept. It could not accept 
all, and frankly said so, whereupon the 
massing of Sovict troops close to the Finnish 
border was the first overt sign of the pres- 
sure which was to bo exerted. ‘The Finns 























Populations from the cities most likely to be 
attacked, and stationing their forces along 
their boundaries ina manner which is pro- 
per for any threatened nation to adopt.

has come the denunciation of the non- 
aggression pact, not legally and in accordance. 
with the terms of that document which re- 
quires that six months notice shall be given, 
but iMlegally with a denunciation whieh is to 
take immediate effect. From that point to 
actual warfare is a very small step indeed, 
and it may not be many days before the 
Finns may be called upon to fight in defence 
of their country against a powerful, and, it 
may with justice be said, a treacherous 
enemy. 

‘That they will have the sympathy of every 
living being, who believe in the freedom of 
the individual, and resents the subjection of 
humanity to ‘the doctrines which animate 
such men as Herr Hitler and Mf, Stalin, goes 
without saying, and, knowing that the Finns 
‘will seek to defend their integrity with 
every ounce of their strength, it cannot but 
‘be hoped that they will succeed in vindicat- 
ing themselves and maintaining that freedom 
which they bought at such cost twenty-one 
‘years ago. Events such as these clearly 
indicate the sharp division which is taking 
place amongst the nations of the world. 
‘There are now two camps, one in which there 
is complete regard for international under~ 
takings, observing them in the letter as well 
as the spirit—as witness the denunciation 
of the American-Japanese treaty of navigu- 
tion and commeree, which was done in 
accordance with the terms of that document, 
and the other in which pacts, treaties and 
‘all_ international obligations have no more 
permanency that the varying needs of the 
parties subscribing to them. The frequency 
with which Herr Hitler has torn up seraps 
Of paper, the facility with which he has gone 
back upon his pledges have set an example 
which M. Stalin has not been slow to follow. 
‘and it is now a demonstrable fact that com- 
mitments between certain countries far from 
Producing that security of which all nation: 
are in search, constitute a very seriou: 
danger. Ex post facto wisdom clearly re- 
alizes that pacts of non-aggression with 
cither Germany or Russia are of no use 
whatever if the other party to them is a 
relatively weak neighbour: the danger is that 
the latter believing in the sanctity of treaties 
may be lulled into a sense of false security 
and consequently leave undone those things 
which ought to be done in the cause of 
national defence. fn this connection it must 
‘be remembered that the British 
of the first fifteen years after the last war’ 
showed the same touching faith, and had it 
not been for a somewhat belated realization 
of the manner in which Germany w 
ing treaty provisions, the Allies might have 






































been in no position to accept the contemptu- 
ous challenge which Herr Hitler th 
them when he ordered. the 
Poland. 

In the new order which Mr, 
has promised Europe, when the Allies emerge 
vielorious from this present war, one of its 
essential features will inevitably be 
restoration of goodwill between nations, and 
insistence upon the observance by allenations 
Of their international commitments. It will 
be the common duty of all to ensure that 
breaches of undertakings shall call for the 
completest punishment.” It has been shown 
in recent years that once une “gets 
ayeay” with a breach of treaty 
others only too willing to run the same risk. 
‘That was allowed to go too far, and it is now 
only too clear that, if during the past ten 
‘years broken pledges had been dealt with in 
the way they should have been, Europe: 
would not now be faced with the tragedy 
which now confronts it. The issue, however, 

snt one. In the next few mont] 
perhaps years the question has to be decided 
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¢ the evil of broken pledges, dis- 
honour and perfidy is to rule in the world, 











or whether the good of honesty, faith and 
fair dealing between nations is to be vindi- 
cated. The forces of evil have defnitely 


agsumed the initiative, and they will have 
to be fought until they and the men wielding: 
them shall have been destroyed, There is 
more than words in the saying that the 
blood-thirsty and deceitful man’ shall_not 
ive out half his days. Evil may for a time 
seem to prevail but the lessons of history 
are that in the long run it destroys itself 
just as surely as the Hitlerian system is doings 
so now. All this may be small comfort to 
the Finns in the approaching hour of their 
tribulation, little enough to the Czechs and 
Poles in their time of persecution, but the 
democracies are determined that truth and 
justice shall not vanish from the world, and 
that the day shall dawn when there shall be 
ribution for the wrongs inflicted upon

if indeed he is sv finicky as his confrére 
in such" matters,—and of “endeavouring to 
throw the responsibility for war upon’ the 
diminutive Finland. It may very well be 
that M. Stalin cares little or nothing for 
world opinion. ‘The Bolsheviks have cared 
little for it in the past, and are not likely 
to experience any immediate change of 
heart, and it may be, because of that fact, 
that this most praiseworthy attempt on the 
part of Washington to bring the two coun 
ties together will fail. It has been suggested 
that the Kremlin will refuse to carry on any 
further negotiations with the existing Finnish 
Government,—hence the breaking off of 
diplomatic relations —and will only treat 
with a new one, one more likely to sur- 
render before Russian menaces. ‘That re- 
mains to be seen, though it is doubtful whe- 
ther the Finns would consent to any further 
surrender of their rights than has already 
been agreed to by their present Government. 
There are limits to which people can. be 
pushed, when they stand resolutely, and reply 
“Thus ‘far, but no further.” ‘Those limits 
are fast being approached in Finnish-Soviet 
relations, and the temper of the people sug- 
gests that any Government which relin- 
quished what they have won at so great a 
cost would very soon be out of power. None 
of these considerations, however, in any way 
diminish the fact that’ Washington has made 
an important moral gesture well in keeping 
with the fine traditions of the United States. 
‘occupy a place of special regard in 
ns of the people of the United 
States, and attempts at their destruction will 
be bitterly resented throughout their length 
and breadth. ‘That may not deter Moscow, 
it may be confidently expected will not, bui 
American interest in Finland will serve to 
encourage its people to know that even 
though the day of tribulation may be at hand, 
that of final and just settlement has yet to 
come.

Moscow is able to throw into the field, That 
they may be expected to give a good account 
of themselves, should the Soviet press mat- 
ters too far, may be taken for granted, for 
the Finns are a proud people and devoted to 
their democracy which they succeeded in 
carving out for themselves a little over two 
decades aye. The resignation of the Finnish 
Government, one of the immediate objectives 
vf the Soviet Government has, it is reported 
‘occurred. It remains {o be seen whether the 
new Cabinet will adopt a more conciliatory 
altitude towards Russian demonds than its 
predecessor, though it may be taken for 
‘granted that the new demands which Mos~ 
‘cow will make will now be more (ar-reaching 
than those upon which the two countries 
split. If the Finns decides to bend before 
the storm and endeavour to save whatever 
is possible out of the wreckage there will be 
few to blame them, but if on the other hand 
they realize that now their very existence 
as a nation is at stake and they decide to 
ght it out there will not be many who will 
not sympathize with them, in their grim 
decision. ‘There are conditions which no 
proud, virile nation ean endure, and faced 
with them they have little to choose between 
passively entering into a tyrannous helotry, 
or to fight it out in the remote hope that 
after all they may be able to save themselves. 
M, Stalin stands today branded for all time 
to come with the same stigma of perfidy and 
treachery which must now characterize the 
notoriety of Herr Hitler. The greater 
treachery is yet to come, though perhaps not 
far distant, when one of them will betray 
the other. ‘That. possibility has always been 
in the Nazi mind which has comforted itself 
with the thought that the concessions which 
have been made to Moscow are only of a 
temporary nature to be snatched back i 
mediately the time and conditions are ripe 
for such an action, It is a possibility which 
has been fully recognized by M. Stalin who 
In the case of the invasion of Poland acted 
with a rapidity which showed no trust 
the assurances of Berlin, sccuring his re~ 
wards for himself and not waiting for Ger= 
many to make good any promises which had 
been made. ‘The way in which Herr Hitler 
and M. Stalin trust each other would be 
food for much cynical amusement were the 
situation not so grimly tragic. Future pos- 
sibilities present no comfort to the Finns in 
this hour of distress. They are faced with 
the choice of surrender or fighting it out to 
the bitter end. There are some factors 
which would operate favourably for them 
should they decide to fight, the nature, of 
the country, its marshes, lakes and forests, 
affording obstacles to the invader and cover 
for the defenders. Their case may not prove 
50 hopeless as a mere comparison of fAgures 
would make it seem, and even if they did not 
emerge victorious from the struggle they 
might still be able to inflict sueh injury upon 
the enemy ats to induce him to refrain from 
endeavouring to deprive them of their in= 
dependence. That, however, is a remote 
hope, and it is better to face the fact that 
the vitimate development of Russian and

complete domination of the Scandinavian

If there is one thing which can be said in 
favour of M. Stalin, it is that he at least 
possesses some degree of honesty, and while 
he will continue to be severely ‘condemned 
for the bombing of open towns in Finland, 
and the machine-gumning of refugees from 
aeroplanes, it has to be pointed out that 
hhe has never gone on récord as promising 
it to do so. In that respect he stands out 
contrast with Herr Titler, who went out 
‘of his way to make such promises only to 
break them. ‘That, and that alone is all t 
in be said for him. For the rest the tele- 
ms coming to hand ever since the bar- 
barie invasion of Finland began have told 
the story of utter brutalily, and the eallows 
destruction of civilian life and property, ap- 
parently with the idea of cowing the Finns 
into surrender. ‘That the Russian forces are 
not likely to succeed in 
probable is it that they will inspire 
breasts of the Finns that sense of Ph 
despair, which, if it does not lead to victory, 
will at Ieast ensure that whatever success 
the Soviet may secure will be gained at 2 
terrible price. ‘There is evidence that this 
already the case, and while the Russian 
forces appear to have gained some small 
suceess by reason of their initial momentum, 
they are now apparently held up while the 
courageous Finns are exacting a severe toll 
from the invaders. The case of the town of 
Petsamo is in point, for here while the Rus- 
sians did ut first succeed in entering and 
capturing the town, they have since been 
thrown out. ‘The fate of the port has not 
yet been decided, but the action of the Finns

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clearly indicates that M. Stalin's forces are 
by no means having a walk-over, and that, 
if they are to succeed, they will only do so 
at a very heavy price. In this connection 
it needs to be emphasized that most of the 
actions which have taken place have been 
outpost affairs, the Finns still being some 
cight or ten miles in front of their’ strong 
defence, the Mannerheim Line, which has 
not yet become involved except, perhaps, 
from the air, and it is a fair deduction that 
if they can stand up to the Russian advance 
so well as they are doing in the outposts, 
they will give an even better account of 
themselves in their permanent defences. 
‘The publication of the pact reported to 
have been signed between Sovict Russia and 
the so-called Revolutionary Finnish Govern- 
ment, a creature of Soviet fashioning, headed 
by a former sceretary of the Komintern, 
would, on the face of it, appear to be'a docu 
ment of sweet reasonableness, involving what, 
would seem to be equitable exchanges of 
territory, and the payment of large sums of 
money for other concessions where the sys- 
tem of land barter would not apply. The 
two governments pledge themselves to come 
to the assistance of each other if attacked, 
and not to conclude an alliance with any 
group of nations directed against one of 
them,—in other words a military alliance for 
mutual defence. All this would read re- 
markably well if it were not for the fact 
that the pact is with a Government which 
has not yet been established in Finland, 
which if ever it is will be a Communist Gov- 
ernment, and one which can never represent 
the will’ of the Finns, who are essentially a 
democratic race. It amounts in effect to a 
Proposal for the Sovietization of Finland, 
subsequent admission into the USSR. and 
just as complete an annexation as if that had 
een declared to be Moscow's aim from the 
very commencement, It must be emphasized 
that the Sovict proposals even though giving 
the gloss of an apparent independence to 
Finland under a Red Government will, if im 
plemented, mean the disappearance of an 
independent nation into the embrace of the 
USSR. from which no subsidiary Soviet has 
ever dared to speak of seceding. The sole 
aim of this Russian invasion of Finland,—a 
totally unprovoked one, be it remembered — 
is out and out conquest, as naked a piece of 
barbarity as any that Herr Hiller has up to 
the present conceived. This fact is re- 
ognized the world over, and the manner in 
which it has been condemned in the United 
States is but a measure of the indignation 
which has been aroused by this latest dis- 
play of brutishness, and no fiction of an 
agreement between Moscow and its creation, 
the revolutionary government of Finland, 
can avert the judgment which has been so 
widely and so vigorously expressed. 
That the Reich has viewed this Russian 
adventure, against a nation which was as- 
ted to gain its independence by German 
rms, with considerable misgiving can be 
understood. ‘The manifest surrender of Ger- 
man influence, and policy in eastern Europe, 
which Herr von Ribbentrop succeeded in 
ing in August last, has given Russia 9 
free hand in spheres which the Reich claimed 
to be exclusively its own. It is eredibly re- 
ported from Amsterdam that the Reich made 
strong secret representations to Moscow be- 
fore the Red Army marched against Finland, 
M. Stalin chose contemptuously to ignore 
them, and it is reported that a wave of cons 
sternation has swept through Nazi govern- 
ment circles at the growing realization of the 
ice which Germany is having to pay for 
Soviet support. M. Stalin’s action clearly 
shows that he regards Berlin now merely as 
the bankrupt who went cap in hand to Mos- 
cow for accommodation at a price which he 
alone would decide. Up to the presont that 
price has been the sharing of the Polish 
spoils, the surrender of German predomin- 
ance in Eastern Europe, and, it is now be- 
‘coming apparent, the complete deprivation of 
whatever advantages there were in German 
domination over the Baltic, What will hap- 
pen to Norway and Sweden, what designs 
Berlin and Moscow have upon those two 
countries, have not yet been made entirely 
clear, but if it should prove to be a fact that 
ultimately Soviet influence will prevail then 
Herr Hitler will have paid: heavily for a 
vargain, which gives him no certainty of 
the war with the Allies, and which 
may be found by history to have contributed 
to his defeat. That likelihood he foresaw in 
a. prophetic moment when writing “Mein 
Kampf." There he wrote that a German 
alliance with Russia would be the signal for 
another war and the cause of defeat for Ger- 
many. ‘This is rendered all the more prob- 
able by the dissension which is reported to 
exist amongst Herr Hitler's lieutenants. The 
miililary see a betrayal of what they fought 
for when they assisted Finland twenty years 
‘ago; the Navy fears the loss of its freedom 
in w Bolshevized Baltic. There can now be 
no going back ; the writing is being inscribed 
fon the wall, and it is bitter reading for those 
men who believed in Herr Hitler's hatred of 
Communism, and who fancied themselves

TWO SURVEYS 


Dee. 5. 

Two interesting surveys of the present 
position with regard to the War will be 
found in another column. ‘They are both of 
importance. Washington oflicial circles are 
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reported to be of the belief that an under~ 
standing exists between Herr Hitler and M. 
Stalin regarding their respective spheres in 
northern Europe, though Berlin is reported 
to be chagrined over the clumsy manner in 
which M. Stalin is extending Russian in- 
uence. That Is perfectly understandable, for 
‘anything clumsier than the invasion of Fin- 
land it is difficult to conceive. Observers 
believe that Germany will suffer from Rus- 
sian action for three reasons: 1, Russia is 
using war supplies against Finland, which 
would have been avaliable to the Reich; 2, 
the Finnish war is alleged to be revealing 
unexpected weaknesses in the Red Army 
vowing doubt upon the efficiency of 
Soviet military aid to Germany, and 3, the 
indignation aroused amongst neutrals includ. 
ing the United States by the Russian attack 
on the Finns. It is probably because of 
some such reasons that there has arisen 
disunion amongst Herr Hitler's advisers, for 
it must be obvious that Moscow is not hoard~ 
ing its war material for the purpose of 
ultimately placing it at the disposal of Ger- 
many, for, of course, a consideration, but is 
actually using it for the purpose of furthering 
her own schemes, and whether or not that 
is done as a result of a sceret understanding 
between Herr Hitler and M. Stalin is entirely 
beside the point’ It will, however, be more 
than a little surprising if it ultimately turns 
out to be the caso that Herr Hitler is 
in complete agreement with all that M. 
Stalin is doing, or is likely to do in the 
future, for if he is, then he has given the 
head of the Soviet Government a blank che- 
que which he is now filling in entirely to 
suit his own book. Any agreement for the 
division of Scandinavia must operate against 
Germany, for the greater the Russian con- 
{rolled coastline in the Baltic the greater the 
reduction of the influence of the German 
navy. With the Russian plan for naval ex= 
pansion the Reich must sooner of later face 
@ menace which has been made all the more 
imposing by recent Russia successes, 


From London comes another and wider re~ 
view of the situation. In_addlition to the 
Soviet-German menace in Scandinavia there 
is the same combined threat in south-cast 
Europe, where it is quite obvious the in- 
forests and influence of Italy—the smal 
wheel in the penny-farthing  Rome-Berlin 
axis,—are being completely disregarded. It is 
suggested that Germany in her increasing 
need for raw materials might advance upon 
Rumania to the Carpathian Mountains while 
Russia would drive forward along the shores 
of the Black Sea oided by the friendly at 
titude of Bulgaria towards “her. In these 
two movements, in Scandinavia and the 
Balkans, observers profess to see, the exten 
sion of the present war into a general strug 
lle. ‘The Allies could, and probably would 
igo to the assistance of Norway and Sweden 
if they resisted Russo-German_ aggression, 
though in strict observance of international 
law they would have to stand aside if no 
such resistance were offered. In the Balkans 
the Anglo-French-Turkish mutual aid pact 
bars the way to fruitful aggression, for 
Ankara has only to say the word and the 
“Allies can, and will place their forces along 
the eastern front to defend the interests. of 
Peaceful, independent countries. It is claimed, 
with apparently good reason.’ that Anglo- 
French troops in Syria, Palestine, Egypt and 
North Africa would easily permit of the 
creation of an Eastern Front, though much 
‘would depend upon the ultimate attitude o! 
Italy, which might be a factor operating to 
some extont against it. With a neutral Italy 
such a front could be established with every 
prospeet of success, though were that nation 
‘openly hostile the situation would undoubted 
ly become very complicated. In this connce- 
tion itis doubtful whether Italy would readily 
take action in support of a combination be- 
tween a nation which has grievously be- 
trayed the principles for which Signor Mfus- 
solini stands, and Russia which represents 
everything for which he has an inveterate 
hatred. “Signor Mussolini ix unlikely to 

ist Horr Hitter to pull the chestnuts out of 
he fire, realizing that his relationship. with 
Dor Fuchrer has been sadly unproductive of 
results s0 far as Italy is concerned. 

‘A third interesting speculation is to the 
effect that, with the Russian menace assum 
ing the proportions I threatens to do, the 
ay be a renewal of German: propaganda 
favour of stopping the war, and offering 
‘common front to fight Bolshevism. ‘The first

Is it possible, after all 
the world knows of Herr Hitler and his per- 
fidies. that the democracies could trust him 
sufMeiently to ght with him against the 
Russian threat which he himself brought into 
Europe? And if it were possible could 
there be any aSsurance that again al some 
later date Herr Hitler would not turn against 
the demoeracies who would in fact be hi 
saviours? ‘The answer is that so. long 
Herr Hitler, or anyone else who thinks like 
him, is in ‘power in Germany it would be 
impossible to give her that assistance which

New Regimes Will 
Confer in Tokyo 


Stianghal, Nov. 29, 
Heralding further economle pene- 
tration into the occupied interior by 
Japan, high Chinese offcials of the 
various new regimes in occupied 
areas in this country will soon go to 
Tokyo to hold. conferences with 
Japanese offcials and business men 
in order to discuss close economic 
co-operation, Tt is now reported 
that Chinese offcial representatives 
from Central China will leave 
Shanghai today for Tokyo and that 
representatives {rom Manchoukuo and 
other Chinese regimes under the 
Japanese will follow the lead. 

‘The report says that these oficials 
will meet in Tokyo on December 5, 
fand that the conference will last for 
four days. It is described as an 
“epoch-making” economle conference 
aiming at consolidating the relations 
among the three countries in the 

few" Asia." In addition to those 
officials already appointed to develop 
the Sino-Japanese trade, several high 
officials of the “Reformed | Govern- 
ment” are going to Tokyo. The Vice 
Finance Minister of the Nanking re- 
gime and some department heads of 
the Ministry of Industry are men- 
tloned in the list, 

Tt is stated that the “East Asia 
Economie’ ‘Talk Committee” was 
organized in Tokyo as carly as July 
‘of this year, Branches were soon 
established in China. tn Central 
China, the report says, the branch 
‘office ‘was established in October in 
Nanking. The agenda of the conter- 
fence is not published but it is stated 
that delegates. will also hold discus 
sions with business men in other 
Japanese cities apart from attending 
the conference in Tokyo.

An alleged brush between unarmed 
British soldiers on leave and. the 
heavily armed “Munielpality” police 
Was sald to have caused members of 
the latter force to look for a certain 
soldier in Jackie's Fish and Chip Shop, 
427 (Chinese number) Great Western 
Rond, a few stops west of the "Busy 
Bee" Cafe, ‘The fish and chip res- 
taurant is. owned by Mr. HE. 
Schultz, Danish, members of whose 
family were asleep above the establis 
ment, A. party of Afteen "Muni~ 
elpality” policemen armed with rifles 
nd Mauser pistols broke into the 
place, at 10.0 pm. splintering the 
Front’ door, and started’ to search all 
the rooms, on the ground Moor and 
above, They are sald to have found 
the British soldier, Private Peel, and 
‘a eivilian in the rear of the ground 
floor and arrested them.

Flames Sweep ss. 
Mary Moller 


‘Shanghai, Nov. 28 
‘While a strong, biting North wind 
howled across the dreary expanse of 
the Whangpoo River about 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning, hardy members of 
the Harbour Fire Brigade ended thelr 
fen-hour battle with a fire which hod 
Broken out on board the ss. Mary 
Moller, 2,698-ton coastal freighter bo- 
Tonging to Messrs. Moller, Ltd, which 
‘was-moored to buoys 23 and 24.” ‘The 
Tire was brought under control after 
fa ‘continuous fight for three hours by 
the firemen but the fames.were not 
completely” extinguished until’ ten 
hours had clapsed. 

Although Inter investigation reveal 
ced that the fire had broken out about 
2 pm. on Nov. 26 the blaze was not 
discovered by ‘a Chinese offleer until 
sometime between 3 and 330 pm. 
when the Harbour Fire Brigade were 
called. ‘The fire float Poocht respand- 
fed immediately und arrived alongside 
the steamer to swing into action with 
her powerful fire-fighting jets and 
other’ equipment. When the ‘fire 
brigade arrived on the scene, smoke 
was pouring out of three hatches in 
thick’ black’ clouds, 

‘The stifling fumes of the smoke 
and the terrific heat in the hold pro 
vented the fire fighters from foreing 
fn entry Into the hold to attack the 
fire. Consequently the flames had to 
‘ve fought from various parts of the 
ship, many streams of water ‘being 
directed down through the ventilators 

Alter a battle of three hours in 
zero weather with the water aking 
into fee on the deck and hanging in 
Jcicles from the rigging of the ship, 
the fire was finally located In No, 2 
hold. "By this time the ship had de- 
veloped a bad list and this, combined 
with the slippery. tee-caked deck, 
tended to. make” footing somewhat 
precarious for the fremen. 

At length the fire-fighters, working 
desperately in spite of | numbed 
hhands and chilled odles, managed to 
break thelr way into the hold where 
they found a cargo of such highly 
inflammable materials as wax candles 
fand bean oil. blazing ‘merrily. The 
blaze was deep-seated and stubborn 
but ‘the firemen managed to got it 
under control shortly after entering 
the hold, This was about 6 p.m. but 
the flames were not extinguished 
luntit 11,10" pam, on Nov. 26 and the 
Aremen didnot leave the ehip until 
2 yesterday morning. 

‘The cargo in the Mary Moller was 
seriously damaged by both fire and 
water but little damage was done to 
the steamer itself, ‘The cause of the 
fire is unknown but is being Inves- 
tigated by the Chiet of the Harbour 
Fire Brigade, Loading had. been 
completed on the Mary’ Moller at 
‘noon on Nov. 26 and the vessel was 
to have sailed for a southern port 
yesterday with a cargo of bean-oll, 
wax, colton and medicines, No one 
‘was injured at the’ fire.

Rey. Sir Montague Beauchamp 


‘Shanghai, Nov. 30. 

‘The Rev. Sit Montague Beauchamp, 
Barr, MA, of the East Szechuen 
Diocese, died at Paoning on October| 
26, at the age of 80, and was buried 
by the side of his old. friend and 
fellow. worker, Bishop Casselis, Sir|

Blankets Wanted : 
For Hangchow Hospital 


‘To the Editor of the 
‘Nowrut Cia Darcy News’ 
Sin—May I ask for the hospitality 
of your columns to bring a very real 

heed before your readers? 


Many of them know something of 
the work the C.MS. “Hospital in 
Hangehow has been privileged to do 
for many years and how it was es- 
becially privileged through the days 
‘of the Japanese occupation and. the 
dreadful months which followed to 
minister to the wounded and the sick 
without one day's cessation. 

‘Times have been very bad fnan- 
cially for the Hospital since then, 
the receipts from fees sank almost to 
vanishing point and even now, after 
nenrly two years, have not reached 
much more than half their normal 
‘amount before the occupation, and in 
addition the prices of everything have. 
soared almost out of sight. 

‘Most of the Héspital must go with- 
out heating this winter (on account 
of the prohibitive cost of fuel) and 
these Inst few nights we have had 
severe frost. My special appeal tu- 
day is for old blankets or rugs—not 
foo old but with some life stil! in 
them, especially for the Maternity 
department. 

‘This department, owing to the re- 
moval of the large Government 
Maternity Hospital before the oc 
cupation, has had to increase from a 
small practice, mostly for well-to-do 
folk, averaging about 25-20 cases a 
month to. a matter of 120-180 
eases a month, most of them unable| 
to produce more than $2 or $3 as an|

With Hospital funds as they are it 
is out of the question to buy new 
supplies and a few dozen blankets 
‘or rugs to supplement the present. 
meagre supply of bedding would 
make all the difference to these poor 
‘women's comfort while in Hospital.

Mary’s Loyalty : 
Her Sons and Daughters

‘Sin~Perhaps I may be allowed to 
make a brief reply to the letter 
which appeared three days ago in 
your correspondence columns, con- 
‘cerning a statement I recently’ riade. 

‘The earliest Gospel was _undoubt- 
edly that of St. Mark; the first six 
verses in Chapter six fell us of a] 
visit made by the Christ to His Own 
village, where, “many hearing him,

this the carpenter, the son’ of Mary, 
and brother’ of James, and Joses, 
‘and Judas, and Simon?’ And are not 
his ‘sisters here with us?" The 
original Greek leaves no shadow of 
doubt about the accuracy of | this 
translation, Hence T sald that Mary 
had four other sons and at least two 
daughters, 

T in no way deny the doctrine of 
the Virgin Birth ; T am quite aware 
of the tradition ‘of “the Early 
Chureh; but we have in the Gospel's 
clear indications that these brethren 
of the Lord did not believe in Him 
ull affer the Resurrection, "when 
fone of them, James, soon became (he 
Leader of the Christians In Jeru- 
salem; but surely, when the Christ, 
entrusted His mother to the care of 
St, John (incidentally, He did not 
‘Speak of her as His “mother,” but as| 
“Women”), He did so simply because 
He was then estranged from His 
brothers, Certainly, Jesus was. the 
first-born of the Virgin Mary, Mary 
and the names of the four  sons| 
already mentioned were common 
names, and it is an attractive theory 
to maintain that, whoever these feu" 
sons were, they were not the sons| 
of the Virgin Mary, 

But personally, and 1 have gone 
into the original Greek carefully, I 
‘can see mo ground whatever for| 
‘questioning ‘the aceuracy of the| 
earliest Gospel—especially on a point! 
nowhere contradicted in the other 
Gospels, I am aware that Roman’ 
Catholics and many Anglo-Catholics 
disagree—but when’ the Bible defl- 
nitely says one thing, and tradition

St. Mark are so clear that T feel we 

have no right whatever to assume’ he| 
does not ‘mean what he says. 

T agrée that Jesus did call His 
followers “brethren"—but that in no| 
way affects what St, Mark so clearly

hand far more about the home life 
of Jesus than either the Fathers of

Slderably more in the construction of 
the work that has already been done 
by us. In our previous Totter: dated 
March 24" we advised you that the 
extra cost of laying the foundation on 
the above building will cost $5,600. 
You are no. doibt aware. that. it ie 
impossible for any contractor to bear 
this extra cost, which is duc to force 
bby such abnormal conditions, and 
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ability to be held responsible. For 
further progress, we suggest that the 
additional cost for the reinforced 
concrete work to the ground and 
first floors should be adjusted at once. 
For this work we estimate an extra 
cost of $8,113.60 The cost of the upper 
floors and remainder of the work 
ean be assessed from time t6 time 
when materials can be secured, pur- 
chased and delivered to be fairly 
treated....,before we can give a. de- 
finite assuirance to continue the work 
we must havea settlement of our 
accounts to date, with an agreement 
as 0 proper adjustments,” ‘This let- 
ter was followed on May 26 by the 
plaintiff sending to the architects a 
detailed account for $8,112.60 in re- 
spect of extra costs of materials to 
the 2nd floor. Mr. Brooke in his 
evidence says: “After completion of 
the foundations 1 was inelined to give 
a certificate but I felt 1 could not do 
so. unless I was satisfied that the 
plaintiff was going to carry on. Also, 
[felt that if he received 2 payment at 
would assist him to earry 
on, ‘not entirely made up my 
mind when Atkinson & Dallas Ltd's 
letter of May 20 was received. When 
we got that letler we, as Instructed, 
wrote to the plaintifY asking for an 
sssuranee, ‘The reply received from 
the plaintit did result in my making 
up my mind, I regarded his letter 
of May 23 as justifying mein with- 
holding my certifieate......1 endeav- 
‘oured to be fair and impartial to 
both parties, T acted on my own 
‘opinions and did not obey the direc 
tions of anyone else....There should 
be no delay between one operation 
and another. ‘The materials which on 
April 8 the plaintiff should have pro- 
feceded to yet on the site were not 
there by May 26 when his claim for 
$0,113.60 was made.” On May 31 Mr. 
Brooke was not satisfied that the 
plaintit was carrying on the work 
ith proper despatch, and aceording~ 
ly on that day the architects, under 
the terms of Clause 6 of the contract. 
wrote to the plaintift: “Since. the 
completion of the conereting of the 
foundation beams at this job, only a 
very small amount of work has been 
done and you do not appear to be 
bringing. the necessary materials to 
the site which are required for the 
continuance of the work. Also, we 
do not find that your reply to our let 
ter of May 21 is satisfactory and we 
therefore hereby give you notice that 
you are to proceed at once with the 
Work ina proper manner and with 
all due despatch and to bring to the 
site all the materials necessary for 
he completion of the ground floor 
columns and the first floor beams and 
slabs. If this notice is not complied 
with within four days. from today, 
our client shall be at Jiberty to agree 
with another contractor for the com 
pletion of the works and any extra 
ost s0 incurred will be at your ex- 
pense.” ‘To this teller of the archit- 
ets the plaintift replied, by his 
solicitors, on June 4, offering to com- 
plete the whole building in accord- 
‘nee with the specification for an ad- 
ditional charge of $65,000. On June 4 
the architects wrote to the plaintifs 
solicitors informing them ‘that the 
defendant declined the plaintift's offer 
fand that: the defendant regarded it 
fas an entirely unwarranted attempt 
fon the part of the plaintity to evade 
hhis obligations under his contract. 
On June 7 Atkinson & Dallas Ltd. 
wrote to the architects enquiring 
Whether the “plaintif® had complied 
with the architects’ Notice of May 31, 
and on June 9 the architects replied 
“We do not consider that the con- 
tractor has complied with our notice 
of May 31 in which we ordered him 
to proceed with proper — despatch. 
‘Since that date, only a small amount 
‘or work has been done and. the 
‘materials necessary for the continu- 
fanee of the work hav 
brought ot 
the plaintif’s solicitors wrote to the 
architects making a formal demand 
for a certineate for $33,560.15 ax being 
the amount due to the plaintiff “under 
the terms of the contract for the 
work done.” On June 9 the architects 
4 to the plaintif's solicitors: 
“We regret that we are unable to 
issue any further certifleates to the 
contractors until we are satisiied th 
they are proceeding with the work 
swith all due despatch and are intend- 
ing to fulfil the terms of the eon- 
tract. The small amount of work 
which the contractors are now doing 
n our opinion, insufficient to com-

Dallas Lid. wrote to the architects 
enquiring “what further steps you 
hhave talen or propose to take, so 
that the work may be carried ' on 
under the conditions of the existing 
contract without further delay.”

‘of the contract and saying: "From 
this it would appear that the matter 
Hes in Mr, Joseph's hands and until 
he makes his decision we cannot take 
further action."

ever informed that he was’ propos- 
ing to do so. It T had been, 1 would 
have advised him not to, because I 
thought and still think that a com-| 
promise would have beea to his best 
advantage. I suppose I did consider 
the position of ‘the contractor. My 
sympathy to a corlain extent. was 
with the contractor, but I realized 
that the contract had to be upheld 
T concurred that the event had hap- 
pened which gave Mr. Joseph the| 
power {0 take the work trom the 
Jcontractor and to agree with another 
contractor for its completion. I left 
Mr. Joseph free to enter. 

T now revert to the first breach 
lof the contract on the pairt of the de- 
fendant, ax alleged by the plaintift 
The law in this connection is not dis 

ted, and may be summarised for 
resent purpeses ina few sentences. 
Where, as in this case, the contract 
makes’ the production of the arehit-| 
‘eels’ certifieate a condition precedent 
to the payment of an instalment, the 
general rul2 is that this condition| 
cannot be dispensed with. But it is 
the duty of the architect to aet im- 
partially and independently in his' 
uasi-judicial position of a certifer 
‘and where he does not preserve thai 
‘attitude of judicial independence 
needed and required of him to dis- 
charge his duties (though he may not 
be guilty of traud or collusion) he| 
x no longer ft to be a judge, and 
the event of his acting in the i 

of the employer or by his 
the architect becomes dis- 
qualified’ and the necessity for his 
certificates is dispensed with allo- 
ther. Moreover, once the architect 
Is disqualified he is permanently dix 
qualified and his acts become is 
valid to whatever subsequent matter | 
his decision is directed, unless waiver 
of the disqualification can be show 
On behalf of the plaintimT it ig sub- 
mitted to me that Atkinson & Dal- 
Jas Ltd, as the defendant's agents, 
by their letter of ‘May 20 to. the| 
architects, interfered with the | exe 
else of the latters' absolute discretion, 
in consequence of which the architects 
became disqualified and the necessity. 
for their cortifeate was dispensed 
with, And, in particular, passages in| 
the judgments of the learned judges| 
in the case of Roberts v. Hickman & 
Co. 913 A.C. 229: 2 Thudson's BC. 
4th Ed.. 425) are relied on by the 
plaintiff's counsel, 1 may say at once 
that T find myself unable to accept 
this submissiof, and that Tam quite 
satisfied on all the evidence before 
me that throughout the rather ex 
ceptional happenings that occurred 
during these building operations the 
architects as represented by Mr. 
Brooke at all times preserved that 
tudle of judicial independence and 
impartiality which was’ required of 
them in the discharge of their re- 
sponsible and difficult duties. In my 
view there is an important point of 
distinction between the present case 
and that of Roberts v. Hickman & 
Co. which it is necessary to bear in 
‘mind when considering the judgments 
in the latter ease. In Roberts v. 
Hickman & Co. the contract provided 
that payment would be made to the 
contractor as the work progressed on 
the certifeate of the architect at the 
rate of 80 per cont. of the work 
actually done in sums of not less than 
£A00, “But there was no overriding, 
provision in that contraet (as there 
fs in Clause 19 of the contract here) 
that the architect should have full 
power in his absolute discretion to! 
withhold any certificate for any in- 
stalment pending the completion of| 
the works. It follows that, in Roberts 
v. Hickman & Co. if and when the 
architect decided that 80 per cent, of 
the work actually done had reached 
4a sum of not less than £400, the con 
tractor became entitled under the 
contract to and interim — certificate 
and a duty fell upon the architect. to 
issue such certificate to him. This 
is not the position here. ‘The archi 
tects might decide that 80 per cent. 
of the value of the partial work done 
and materials supplied, as measured 
by the price of the completed work, 
had reached a sum of not less than 
$10,000, but notwithstanding this the 
contractor would not become entitled 
under the contract to any interim 
certificate, for the reason that the 
architects would still have a full dis- 


































































retionary power to withhold it pend- 
ing the completion of the works, In 


T was| Di 





Roberts ». Hickman & Co, the posi- 
tion, put very shortly, was as follows : 
‘The’ contractor had made application 
to the architect for an interim certi- 
fieate and the architect had decided 
that the contractor was entitled to a 
considerable certifieate and so in- 
formed the employer. The latter, 
‘however, prevailed upon the architect 
not to issue any certifieate pending a 
final settlement of accounts with the 
contractor ; and the architect wrote 
to the contractor: “I regret I cannot 
‘enclose certificate, my clients’ instruc 
tions being that the certifieate-T next 
give you is to be a final one, include 
ing for a cofmplete settlement of the 
work done,” ‘The ease went {rom 
the King's Bench Division to” the 
Court of Appeal and. thence to the 
House of Lords, and it was held that 
in the circumstances the employer 
‘could not rely upon. the architect's 
certificate as'a condition precedent 
to payment. In the | King's Bench 
vision Hamilton J, in the course of 
is judgment said: “It appears to 
to be perfeelly plain that the de- 
fendants endeavoured to interfere be- 
tween the architect and the builder 
and themselves with regard to. the 
ziving of one of the certifieates which 
it was the architect's duty to give 
under the contract.” ‘T have already 
expressed the view that in this ease 
the architects had no duty in. this 
sense, Hamilton’ J. continued 
‘my opinion the architect was disre- 
garding his obligations tothe. (wo 
parties, because under the contract It 
was clear that the building’ owner. 
could not insist as a condition of 
certificate being given that it should 
be a final certifeate. At that mo- 
ment, under the contract, the builder 
vas entitled to an interim certificate, 
id the architect in yielding to the 
Wishes of the building owner,” was 
doing that which he was not entitled 
to do as an architect between the 
parties.” In this case, as T have ine 
dicated, the plaintiff was not entitled 
under the eontraet to an interim e¢r= 
tificate on “May 20, merely. because 
80 per cent. of the value of the work 
done had reached a stim of not ess 
than $10,000 at that date, The archi 
cts in my opinion were not 
garding their obligations to the plai 
net the: defendant, and. in 'com- 
|plsing with the request continued In 
Allinson & Dallas Ltd's letter they 
| were not doing that whieh they were 
‘not entitled to do as architects. be- 
es. On the contrary 
mat in the exercise of 
their discretionary power to. with 
hold a certifeate under Clause 19 of 
the contract it was the architects 
duty to satisfy themselves "that the 
plaintiff intended to complete the 
works in accordance with his 
‘obligation thereunder, and T further 
consider that the employer or his 
agents were entitled to 4request_ the 
architects lo comply with this duty 
In the Court of Appeal Vaughan Wil 
|iiams 1. J. said: “I agroe that the 
conduct of the architect and the per- 
formance of his duties in collusion 
with and by the instructions of the 
defendants was stich as to render it 
impossible for the plaintiff to get the 
certificate of the architect. 1 think 
that the relations ‘as disclosed." by 
these letters between the defendants 
‘and the arehitect were such as. to 
render the architect an unfit person 
| 10 be allowed to settle disputes as 
between the parties at all In this 
ease there was no question of collus 
sion between the architects and 
Atkinson & Dallas Lid. Nor in my. 
view did the conduct of either 
Alkinson & Dallas Lid. or the ar- 
chitects render it impossible for the 
plaintify to get the certifeate. 
Fletcher Moulton L. J. said: "T want 
to point out that the ‘misconduct on 
the part of an architect in’ allowing 
himself to receive instructions. from 
fone of the parties, and to act in that 
party's interest, goes to the status of 
the architec" In the present case! 
do not consider that there was any 
misconduct on the part of the archi- 
tects, oF that they allowed themselves 
to receive instructions from Atkinson 
& Dallas Lid. or that they ‘acted in 
interest. Farwell 1. 
‘In my view an architeet 
hose duty it is to give cortientes, 
which alone the builder can get 
payment, is bound to act fairly be- 
tween the builder and the building 
owner.” T have already referred to 
the architects’ diseretionary power to 
withhold their certificate in this ease, 
and ean only add that in my opinion 
they did act fairly between the plain- 
tiff and the defendant. In the House 
‘of Lords, Lord Loreburn L, C, sald 
“rE think the real error of the archi- 
tect was that he mistook his position 
that he meant to act as a mediator ; 
that he had not the firmness to re: 
coxnize that his true position was 
that of an arbitrator, afd repel une 
worthy communications made to him 
by the defendants." These words in 
my view do not apply in this case. 
Tam satigfled that the architects did 
not mistake their position, and as T 
do not regard Atkinson & Dallas 
Lid’s letter of May 20 as having 
been an unworthy communication 1 
hhold the view that there was no need 
fo repel it Lard Ashbourne said : 
“Tam of opinion that the architect 
did not preserve that altitude of ju 
iciat independence which was need- 
fed and required of him in the dis- 
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‘charge of his responsible and poss 
dimicule duties." 


hy 
T have already ox- 
pressed imy view that in this case 
the architects did preserve an at 
titude of judicial independence and 
impartiality. Lord Alverstone sald : 


“We know that with regard to the 
isstie of an interim certificate the a 

chitect did, without justification and 
against his own opinion, abstain trom, 
issuing 1” Tn this case Lam satis- 
fed that the arehitects did not abstain 
from Issuing. the interim certificate 














without Justification and against their 
own opinion, Lord Atkinson sald 
SL think that this arbitrator had 


ceased to be a free agent, that he 
had forfeited his independence as an 
arbitrator, and had allowed himself 
to be under the control or under the 
influence of the building owner.” Tn 
this ease Tam satisfled that the ar- 
chilects never “ceased {0 be free 
agents, and that they neverBatowed 
themselves to be under the control 
for under the influence of Atkinson 
Dallas Lid. Finally Lord Shaw 
id: “T fine ‘that the architect did 
fact with sufielent firmness to 
‘enable him to decide questions ac- 
Cording 10 his “own opinion, those 
questions affecting the issue of eerti- 
fleates and the” interim amounts 
thereof. ‘Instead of doing so he ac- 
cepted the instructions or orders of 
the owners... it was on account of 
that control exereised ‘over him by. 
the appellants that the certifeate wax 
delayed." Again, in my view there 
words do not apply in this case, 
Atkinson & Dallas Eta, did not exer- 
else control over the architects, and 
the withholding of the eertifeate was 
due, not to the conduct of Atkinson 
& Dallas Ltd.. but to the conduct of 
the plaintift himself In faiting to sat~ 
isfy: the architects that he was In- 
fending and preparing to continue 
the work without interruption. The 
plainti® in his evidence. says: "T 
agree that when the architects were 
asking me for my assurance they 
were only asking for something which 
was due under the contract, but it 
was “unnecessary to give ‘the as 
sttranee.” 

Passing to the second breach of the 
contract on the part of the defendant, 
as alloged by the plaintiff: On the 
evidence before me T have no doubt 
Whatever that the defendant, in 
exercising his power under Clause 6 
fof the contract (0 take over the works 
id so with the concurrence of the 
architects within the meaning of the 
Clause. Indeed, 1 think it would be 
dificult to find more complete con- 
‘currence than was given by the ar- 
chiteets in this case, when (¢ is borne 
in mind that they; whilst concurring 
that the event had happened which 
gave the employer the power to ta'co 
‘over the works, were nevertheless of 
the opinion that such a step would 
not be {0 the employer's best ad- 
vantage, Tt only remains to consider 
then whether the architects, when 
iving their concurrence, were dis 
qualified ax atleged by any falluce cn 
their part to act impartially and in- 
dependently. "There is no evidence 
at all that they were influenced in 
any way when giving their concur. 
rence, or that they were not preserv- 
ing a correct attitude of judiclat in- 
dependence and impartiality, tt is 

fended for the plaintifT that the 
architects were disqualified by reason 
fof the occurrences of a month pre- 
vious on May 0; but with these 
occurrences T have already dealt, and 
T must reject the contention. “T theres 
fore hold that the defendant, tn tak: 
1e Works wholly from the plain- 
iff, was not puilty of a wrongtu get: 
and that what he did was warrsnte 
by the contract, 

With regard to the third breuch of 
the contract alleged by th 

for my decision 
the defendant's. appoint 
ment of Atkinson & Dallas Ltd. on 
April 13, or the acts of that firm 
thereafter, constituted a breach of the 
‘contract on the part of the defendant? 
In passing it may be noted that it 
Was nol until June 7, when the plain 
UIT by his solicitors’ was threatening 
proceedings against the defendant, 
that this contention was put forward 
for the first time, Atkinson & Dallas 
Lita, although they were w firm of 
practising architects, were appointed 
by the defendant, not as architects or 
refrees in respect of the contract, 
but as his agents for the purpose of 
checking the work to be performed 
on the ‘building, “This appointinent 
fa itselt did not in my opinion in 
fringe either the fetter or the spirit 
fof the contract, ‘The defendant would 
have a right rersonally to check the 
work being performed on the build- 
ing and to draw the attention of the 
architects to any instance where he 
might consider that the work was 
being iinproperly performed ; and 
Having this right himself he would 
bbe free in my view to appoint agents 
to act in his stead in the matter. The 
plaintiff in his evidence says that his 
Work was interfered with by AUkin- 
son and Dallas Ltd, whose represen- 
tative attended at the premises and 
made measurements ele. But he also 
says: “Atkinson & Dallas Ltd, never 
reported anything wrong to me per- 
sonally. ‘Their reports were always 
to the architcets, and the architects 
told us to put matiers right. At all 
times we followed the directions of 
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to Mr. Brooke. Atkinson & Dallas 
Lid. never asked us to refer any 
matters to themselves, "Throughout 
we treated Davies, Brooke & Gran 
as he only architects.” It appears 
to me on the whole of the evidence 
that Atkinson & Dallas Ltd. exercised 
particular care to confine their ac~ 
tivities to those of personal axents 
‘of the defendant, and to refer all 
matters to the architects. In my view 
they did not usurp in any way the 
‘powers and duties of the architects 
‘under the contract. 

‘Accordingly, 1 arrive atthe deci- 
sion on this part of the ease that the 
dofendant’s Several acte complained 
of were not done by him in breach 
‘of the contract as “alleged by the 
plaintifi@and that the defendant did 
nothing which entitled the plaintit 
to treat the contraet as being at an 








of the plaintif’s other claims men- 
tioned in the opening. paragraph of 
this judgment. It will be convenient, 
T think, to take together claim (b) 
for the recovery of the value of work 
done and materials and labour fur- 
nished by the plaintiff, and claim (@) 
for the recovery of the value of eer 
fain materials belonging lo the plain 
tim upon the sbuilding site. “It is 
clear upon the evidence that, when, 
fon June 25, the defendant todk the 
‘works wholly érom the plaintiff, work 
had previously been done and. ma- 
eriols and labour of considerable 
value’ furnished by the plaintiff 
whieh had not so far been made the 
ubject of any certifeate of the ar 
chitects and which therefore had not 
eon pald for’ by the defendant. 
Furthermore, it is not disputed that 
the defendant obtained the benefit of 
ertain materials. belonging to. the 
plaintiit (hough it would appear that 
These were of comparatively small 
value) whieh ‘were upon the building 
site on June 25 and which the de- 
fonchint Yook possession of and used, 
It'ls contended on behalf of the de- 
fondant that the plaintimt by his letter 
‘of May 23, or alternatively by his 
folicitors’ letter of June 1, reoudiated 
the contract: that the defendant wax 
thereupon justified in treating the 
contract as at an end; and that as 
by the contract the plaintift was. to 
do an entire work for a lump sum 
hhe cannot recover any moneys on 
these. claims elther under the. con- 
tract ‘or on. a quautim. mernit for 
work and materials supplied. 1 ex 

mot aceept this contention as. belne 
wholly correct. On the evidence be 
ore me I find thot the nlaintift die 
Hot, at any material date, entirely 
Mop the works ond refuse to proceed 
fr otherwise abandon the contract 
The evidence shows that even up tr 
June. 28 the plainti was everyine 
fon with the works in a small wav 
thovith certainly not with proper des- 
patch or to the satisfaction of the 
architects, Hod the contrret in fart 
eon sbandoned by the plaintiff, the 
defendant in tha event no doubt 
‘would have” been entitled. in the 
tienreiee of his rivhts at common 1ow 
fo treat the contrrct ox at an ana 
find to. take possession of the works. 
But the defendant, in my opinion 
correelly, did not attempt to da that. 
What he did "do was to treat the 
contract os still subsisting and to 
exercise his power under Clouse 6 
thereof. I therefore do not regard as 
being in point in this ease the Tine 
‘of authorities relied on by defen 
Gunt’s counsel and exemplified by 
Anpledy v. Myers M7) LR 2 
CP. 651, Sumpter v, Hedges (1809) 
1'QB, G73, and Small & Sons Ltd, 
v. Middletsex Real Estates Ltd. 
(io21) W. N. 245. On the plainti's 
bochalf it is contended that ‘as thore 
was nothing specifieally stated in the 
contract empowering, the defendant 
to relain money already due to the 
plaintiff, the latter is entitled to 
Stain Femuneration for his “work 
done and materials, supplied as upon 
a quantum meruit ond that ‘the 
Court should order that accounts be 
taken of what is due to the plaintif™ 
It appears to me on the authorities 
that this Is an erroneous view of the 
plaintif's rights. ‘The | relict 50 
claimed can only be on the footing, 
‘of there never having been a con- 
tract. or of the contract having, been 
abandoned. But the contract here 
cannot be disregarded; and according 
to its terms nothing was payable dur- 
Ing the progress of the works except 
such sums as might be certified by 
the architects. Moreover, the con- 
tract was never abandoned by the 
defendant on June 25. On the con- 
trary the defendant's power of taking, 
the works from the plaintiff under 
Clause 6 was expressed to be “with- 
out avoiding this contract or the 
liability of the contractor there- 
under." What then was the position 
of the parties after the defendant had, 
‘hs Thave found, rightfully taken over 
the works from the plaintiff under 
the terms of Clause 6 of the con- 
tract? Was the defendant, on taking 
possession of those partially unpaid 
for works and of the materials be- 
Tonging to. the plaintiff upon’ the 























site, 10 become the absolute owner | f 


thereof to all intents and purposes: 
‘or was the possession only to be for 


the purpose of enabling _ the 
defendant. to go on with the works 
and to complete them at the risk 
and cost af the plaintiff, holding 
what he had taken as a sceurity, so 
far as it would go, for whatever out- 
Jay (if any) he-might have to make 
beyond what he would have had to 
pay under the contract in ease the 
plaintiff had duly performed his 
engagments? In my. opinion the 
latter “is the true construction of 
Clause 6. I regard Clause 6 “as mere 
machinery for enabling the defendant 
to complete the works at the risk and 
cost_of the plaintif.” (Vide Ranger | 
Y. Great Western Railway Co. 1854, 
5 HL. 7% per Lord Cranworth 
LC. at p. 108}. ‘The object of Clause 
Gin my view was to enable the 
Gofendant to do, at the cost of the 
plaintift the work which the plaintitt 
had failed, or seemed likely to fall, 
in doing himself. ‘The amount of the 
defendant's damage would be 
fof exact admeasurement. ft would be 
the sum which he would expend in 
doing what the plaintiff ought to have 
done, less the amount payable to the 
plaintif. If, in such “a” case, the| 
partially unpaid for works and the 
‘materials taken over are made availe 
able as a fund for indemnltying the 
defendant, all the ends of Clause 6 
are fully’ answered. It is to be| 
‘ebserved that it was clearly con- 
femplated that the defendant ‘should 
keep an account, not only of all which 
hhe expended in ‘completing the works, 
but also of all he made by the works 
‘and ‘materials taken over; for the 
Dlaintift was to make good any de- 
ficieney and the amount of deficiency 
could only be ascertained by, keeping 
fecounts, And if necounts were to 
‘be Kept for the purpose of charging 
the plaintiff with the deficiency, it 
can hardly be supposed to have been 
the intention of the parties. Uhat, if 
there was a surplus, the defendant 
should retain "it for his own use. 
‘Again, it is to be observed that the 
Fight Of the defendant to take the| 
‘works and materials would, in ease 
of four days’ default after notice, 
‘arise at any period of the contract : 
that Is, when work to the amount of 
only afew thousand dollars remained 
to be done, as well as. when work 
to the amount of many thousands of 
dollars was incomplete. Tt could 
hardly have been intended that the 
defendant should be at liberty to 
Jappropriate to himself the whole of 
the works and materials taken, with- 
Jout reference to the amount of what 
remained to be done; that he should 
be at liberty to make’ a profit, and it 
might be a very large profit, trom 
the default of the plaintiff. So long 
‘a8 a largesportion of the works re- 
mained to be done, a large fund 
‘might be necessary to indemnity the 
defendant when driven to undertake 
the prosecution of the work himself 
But when very little remained to be| 
done, that which was only a reason- 
able” security in the former case’ 
‘would become excessive. On these 
rounds T am of opinion that the true 
meaning of this part of the contract 
fs that the defendant, though at liber- 
ly to take possession of the partially 
Unpaid for works and the materials 
fon the site, was yet bound to account 
for their value ia. settling. his ac- 
counts with the plaintiff, He was not 
bound, “however, 10 effect such a 
settlement of accounts until his loss 
Gif any) had ‘been ascertained, and 
would not be possible to ascertain 
his toss (if any) until the works were 
completed. ‘The writ in the action, 
fas T have already stated, was filed on 
July 22, 1998, at which date little 
more than the mere foundations of 
this seven storey apartment building 
had been. completed. Tt follows. in 
‘my view that the plaintiff, at the date 
of the writ, had ‘no cause of ction 
‘on this part of his case, and that he 
is not entitled to an ofder that ac- 
J eounts be taken of what is due to 
T'come lastly to the plaintiff's claim 
(e) which I for the return by the 
defendant of certain ‘securities de- 
posited by the plaintiff on the 
‘exectition of the contract, ‘The evidence 
shows that these securities were de- 
osited by the plaintiff as security 
for the due fulfilment by him of his 
obligations under the contract, ‘They 
were, therefore, in my view, made 
‘available as a’ special fund for in 
demnifying the defendant against his 
if any) under Clause 6 as well 
fs hfs liquidated damages Gt any) 
under Clause 17. (Yeadon Water- 
Works Co, v. Wright, 1895, 72 L., 
892). As in the ease of the’ partially 
Unpaid for works and materials, with 
which I have already dealt, con 
sider that the defendant. would. be 
bound to account for these securities 
settling his accounte with the 
But here again the settle 
‘ment of accounts could not be effected 
tuntil “the completion of the works 
‘and, as T have pointed out; the works| 
were not completed at the date of 
the commencement of this action. ‘Tt 
follows in my view that the plainti, 
at the date of the writ, had no cause 
f action for the return of his securi- 
Finding, as 1 do, that the plaintif' 
fails on ail his points of elaim, there 
‘be judgment for the defendant 
with costs.

Resumed Hearing

Private David Bekford, a member 
of the Ist, Battalion, ‘Tho Seaforth 
Highlanders, made a further ap- 
pearance in'H.M, Police Court yester~ 
day when the preliminary hearing of 
1 charge of murder preferred against 
‘him was continued before Mr. C. H. 
Haines, H. M. Registrar. Eekford, who, 
was charged with the murder of 
Lanee-Corporal James Davies, also @ 
member of the same Regiment, while 
fon sector duty on November 4 at 
“E" ‘Blockhouse, North ‘Thibet Road, 
was remanded in custody until 10 
‘am. this morning wnen the hearing 
‘will be countinued, 

Questioned by Mr. P, Watkin Wile 
iams, for the prosecution, the rst 
witness, Private Robert James Sul- 
ivan, aged 20, stited that on Novem 
ber a he was on duty at “E" post, 
North Thibet Road, Lance-Corporal 
Davies being in charge of the post, 
with Privates Eekford, Northrop, 
Stirling and himeclf as members, 

‘Witness came off duty at about 7.30 
pm, and at 9.30 pan, he was inside 
the  blockhouse, asleep, Sometime 
luring. the evening he heard a con: 
versation Between’ Lance-Corporal 
Davies and Private Eckford in the 
lockhouse, Me heard Lance 
Corporal Davies toll Private Eckford 
that he was. going back to barracks 
under close arrest, After these words 
had" been. spoken Lance-Corporal 
Davies and Private Eekford went 
downstairs, Witness took no notice 
‘of this and went to bed. 

“The next thing he heard was when 
Private Northrop woke him up and 
gave him certain information as a 
Fesult ‘of which he went out to tho 
{op of the ‘stairs to look down into 
the road. He first saw a crowd of 
Chinese On the west side of the road 
‘nd on bending down and looking 
through the. bars of the handrail he 
saw Lanee-Corporal Davies lying, on 
the ground. There seemed to. be 
blood lowing from his head, which 
was pointing north-west, He was 
lying ‘on his. back about two and a 
half yards north of the sentry box. 

‘Witness went into the blockhouse 
and went out afterward, “When he 
Hot {0 the top of the stairs he saw 
Sergeant MoeDonald standing in. the 
road and Private Kekford being 
ecorted by two men, who were site 
ing inside a truck with him. ‘Then 
Sergeant | MacDonald shouted to 
witness and told him to telephone for 
the officer and the Hongkew police. 

‘On going back into the blockhouse 
he found somebody telephoning and 
he took the telephone from this por 
son and tried to ring up the ofleer 
‘and the police. He tried but he 
could not do it. He then handed the 
telephone to ‘somebody else and 
deseended to the road again. When 
he was taking over sentry-o from 
Private Stirling, Lieut, Marshall ar- 
rived. Later the police and the am- 
bulance arrived, 

Cross-examined by) Mr. K, E 
Newman, for the dofence, witness 
stated that he was somewhat dazed 
fat the time, He did not think he 
had made a mistake when he said 
that Lance-Corporal Davies had told 
Private Eekford that he was going to 
barracks under close arrest. He 
could not say the exact time this re- 
mark was made. Tt may have been 
about 730. “He did not hear Eekford 
make any answer. After he had been 
awakened he. did not hear Private 
Eekford telephoning at all. He him- 
elf could not telephone because of 
the shock and he did not remember 
who telephoned to the officer in 
charge of the sector, 

Sergeant John MacDonald said he 
‘was platoon sergeant at Sector Head- 
quarters, 2nd Special District Court 
Building: “At 030 pm. he recelved 
information from the. signaller on 
duty (Pie. Hunter). As a result of 
this information he sent a patrol to 
“E" post, Lance-Corporal Robertson 
being in charge. Lance-Corporal 
Robertson gave him certain Informa- 
tion, and he proceeded immediately 
fo “E" post ina truck then being 
used “in ‘the sector as duty car. In 
the truck were Private Paton and 
Richards with Private Hughes 
driving. 

He arrived at the post at approxi 
mately 945 and he saw the body of 
Lanee-Corporal Davies lying in front 
of and about two yards to the left 
of the sentry box. “He was lying on 
his back with his arms folded under- 
neath him. His right foot was bent 


























under his left knee. Witness got out 
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of the truck, At that moment he was 
addressed by Private Eckford, who 
said. "He's dead, Sergeant, T shot 
him.” 

He then inspected the body of 
Lanee-Corporal Davies and found 
that he was obviously dead, havi 
been "shot through the head,

Davies was lying on his back he could 
only see the wound on his face, which 
‘was between the bridge of the nose 


and the left eye. There was a 1 
stream of blood on the ground which 
appeared to come from the back of 
his head. His eyes were open. Wit- 
ness added that before he. inspected 
the body he ordered Private Eektord 
to get into the truck, Privates Paton 
and Richards being his escorts. 

He then gave orders to the sentry 
fon duty, Private Stirling, to allow 
nobody to touch the body until the 
arrival of the police and also ordered 
Private Sullivan to telephone for the 
police and the ofcer in charge of 











Zrom “E" post in ‘the direction of 
headquarters he met Lieut, Marshall. 
‘The truck was stopped and he re- 
ported to the officer: "I've got to re-

Licut, Marshall then asked, “Where 
wy he?” and Eckford answered from 
the truek, without being asked, “L am 
him."

‘Text Published in London ; Owners Advised to Send

NOTICE to traders in connection with the Allied Governments’ 
decision to extend control to German exports on the high 


seas was published here this morning. The text is as follows 
“The decision of the Allied Governments to take action against 
enemy exports means that ships outward-bound from Germany, or 
from countries to which Germany has access, will now be subject 
to the same measures of control as inward-bound chips. 
“Ship-owners are advised to arrange for their ships to call 
ft one of the British or French control bases, either at Kirkwall 


for the Downs, or at Dunkerque or Le Havre. 


If outward bound 


from Mediterranean and Black Sea ports, the ship should call at 
Malta, Haifa, Port Said or Gibraltar, or at Marseilles or at Oran, 
Vessels which do not call at one or other of these ports are liable 


to be diverted for examination.

“Goods which are required to be 
discharged in British ports on 
rounds that they are of enemy origin 
for enemy property, will be placed 
In the custody of the Marshal of the 
Prize Court.

‘The notice then goes on to give 
conditions under which the Court 
may decide whether the proceeds or 
(goods sold would be paid out or that 
the goods should be released at any 
time. 

Disposal of Seized Goods 

‘These conditions, according to the 
notice, are: 

"I Ht it be shown that the goods 
have become neutral property before 
November 27. 1989; or 

"2. With the consent of the Omeer 
of the Crown.” 

‘With regard to the condition when 
the consent of the Crown can be 
obtained, the notice reads: 

“Request fo the proper Officer of 
the Crown that he should consent to 
the release of the goods or the pro- 
ceeds of the goods of enemy origin 
Which are neutral-owned (but not of 
goods which are enemy properly) 
will be considered:

NEUTRALITY DEBATE 
By Sx 


‘The debate ‘on the neutrality bill has 
emphasized one thing above all else, and that 
is the determination of Congressmen of 

‘ery shade of opinion that the United States 
must stay out of the struggle. This opinion 
was combined with outspoken attacks on 
Herr Hitler, and all he stood for, and was 
equally evident in specehes which gave an 
unfavourable version of past British history. 

‘A secondary theme which ran through 
speeches made on both sides of the neutrality 
debate was condemnation of the dictatorial 
form of government. This was frequently 
twisted to provide an additional argument 
for keoping out of war on the grounds that 

IN democratic liberties vanished once a coun- 
try was placed on a war basis. One of the 
reusons why the Administration were able 
to secure a two-to-one majority in the Senate 
instead of the close vote which had been 
anticipated earlier was that Senators who 
started from the assumption that the repeal 
of the arms embargo had been requested 
fa first step to war were unable to sustain 
that opinion for very long. 

‘The near yelative to the “step towards 
war" argument was the “We're bound to be 
dragged in” argument and this also has per- 
ished by the wayside. ‘The overwhelming 
majority of Congressional and presumably 
‘of public opinion Is that the United States 
won't be dragged in and that there is no 
substance to the statement that American 
Involvement is inevitable. One reason for 
this change is that the war has not followed 
the expected pattern, Tt has not ranged 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic. Japan ix 
still attacking China but has made no effort 
to acquire the British and Dutch East 
Indies and threaten the Philippines. Russi 
despite her treaty with Germany _h 
not bech followed by any arrangement 
for carving up the Orient and ousting the 
Western powers. Italy too is neutral and the 
Mediterranean a peaceful inland sea. ‘There 
have been no mass air-raids, no clash of 
large armies. ‘The American public has be- 
gun to believe that the Allied Governments 
have the situation in hand. The argument 
that the United States should not permit 
France and Britain, her frst line of defence, 
to be defeated is no longer heard because 
the first line of defence does not appear to 
be threatened. At first the strange’ course 
the war was taking was a souree of bewilder- 
ment, but now it is better understood and 
‘and generally held wise. ‘The slow inexor= 
fable pressure of the blockade is felt to be 
the AMlies' best weapon. It Is least wasteful 
of manpower and least destructive of the 
internal economy of either the blockading oF 
th Dlockaded power. 
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But the overwhelming sentiment in favour 
of “non-intervention” in the war does not 
mean that the United States is held by a 
majority of the public to be also barred from 
ntervention in favour of peace. Tn fact the 
peace interventionists are extremely power- 
ful. Even the most extreme isolationist finds 
no contradiction in holding that the United 
States should be at any peace conference to 
seo that its interests are not neglected, while 
sti sticking to his philosophy that the 
United States can live as in George Washing- 
ton's day unentangled and free. In discuss- 
ing the possibilities of peace there is always 
4 faint tendency to assume that the blame 
for the war lies on both sides and to ignore 
the pre-war period in which France and 
Britain made every effort to avoid it, even 10 
the extent of being roundly condemned in 
the United States for such a stand. “It 
eventually, why not now?” say the peace 
advocates. 











Frederick Libby, head of one of the numes 
fous peace lobbies, “The National Council 
for Prevention of War, stated recently, “Pre- 
sent obstacles to peace now are not even 
comparable with those that will confront a 
settlement after three bitter years. ...A-peace 
that promises well-being to all the peoples 
of Europe will require no guarantees trom 
anybody. The peoples involved can be de- 
pended upon to support it, for they long for 
butter instead of cannon.” Senator Elbert 
‘Thomas of Utah expressed similar views. 
‘The chances of a yood peace, he insisted, 
“depend upon the number of neutral states 
in the world at the time the peace is made, 
because it is only through the forced opinion 
of the neutral will of the world that peace 
tweaties can be tempered....Under almost 
any circumstances the sooner peace is started 
the better.” All these advocates of peace 
now skip the important point of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. ‘They obviously do not want 
to say that the world should be based on the 
theory of might makes right, because. that 
would hardly be a pacifist doctrine. At the 
same'time they do not want to admit that 
‘war was inevitable and that a peaceful settle= 
ment of the dispute with Herr Hitler had 
been tried and had failed. All they ean do 
therefore is make a series of assumptions very 
few of which bear examination,

‘This was shown clearly in the way some 
people acted towards the City of Flint seizure, 
‘The argument was at once brought forward 
that the British were doing exactly the 
same. The obvious reply was that the Bri- 
tish had never put a naval crew on board 
an American ship and substituted the Brit 
for the American flag, nor had they tak 
the ship to a neutral port or instituted Prize 
Court proceedings with the object of con- 
fiscating the vessel. This “was at once ad- 
mitted, but the fact was then advanced tat 
Germany was placed at a disadvontoge in 
dealing with contraband by the fact that 
Britain had control of the seas. ‘Therefore 
allowances should be made for the fact that 
she did things which the British did not do. 
‘The attitude was taken that a strictly neutral 
approach meant that the influence of the Bri- 
lish Navy should be neutralized. It is along 
the same line of thought that the embargo 

‘opposed as unneutral because it will en- 
le the British to make full use of their 
lavy_and thus give them an advantage over 
the Germans.
